| Ga are girls supposed to find out 
about the job possibilities that might 


be available to them when they grow up? 
How can they be encouraged to widen 
their expectations of what women can do 
to earn a living? 

Those two questions underlie the pro- 
gram called “Take Our- Daughters to 
Work,’ an educational campaign for girls 
nine to 15 years old, conceived by the Ms. 
Foundation for Woman, headquartered in 
New York. 

The program is also aimed at demon- 
strating to girls that their parents and 
other adults in the “real world” of employ- 
ment are truly interested in their ideas, con- 
cerns and aspirations. At first, Ms. Foun- 
dation officials figured that their “Take 
Our Daughters to Work” campaign would 
be restricted to New York only, but inter- 
est all across the country showed that the 
event would have national participation. 

The event, according to the Founda-

tion, is “a national public education cam- 
paign designed to draw public and media 
attention to girls’ ideas, their concerns, 
their spirit and their dreams.” Citing re- 
search carried out at Harvard, the Foun- 
dation says that “At age eleven, girls are 
sure of what they know.” A few years later, 
however, “when they take on the feminine 
role they become uncertain.” The Founda- 
tion says that, by the year 2000, two of 
every three new jobs will be filled by 
young women. 

Mothers and fathers were encouraged to 
take their young daughters to their work- 
place, show them how they earned their 
paycheck and introduce them to their co- 
workers and bosses. Aunts, uncles, older 
brothers and sisters and even friends and 
neighbors were also encouraged to partici- 
pate in the project. 

And when you talk about participation, 
you can truly say that no business, no 
public agency, no governmental entity par- 
ticipated in “Take Our Daughters to 
Work” the way BART did. Here’s why: 
First of all, more than 300 daughters took

Harre Demoro, Railroad Buff, BART Chronicler 


H Demoro, who covered BART 
activities for the San Francisco 
Chronicle and other newspapers in the 
Bay Area, died on March 19 from compli- 
cations from heart surgery. He was 53. 

Demoro was born in Oakland and de- 
veloped an interest in railroad history and 
lore when he was a boy, thanks to his fa- 
ther, an Oakland pharmacist who had a 
hugh collection of rail and ship photo- 
graphs. Young Harre’s enthusiasm for Bay 
Area railroading became a lifelong pas- 
sion. 

He was the author of several books, in- 
cluding “BART at Mid-Point; published 
in 1968, four years before the beginning of 
revenue service. Two books were in the 
works at the time of his death. 

He joined the Chronicle in 1981, spe- 
cializing in Bay Area transportation issues, 
but he had previously covered BART for 
the San Leandro Morning News, the Fre- 
mont News Register, the San Jose Mer- 
cury, the Hayward Morning News and the 
Oakland Tribune. 

Mike Healy, Department Manager of 
Marketing, Media & Public Affairs, sits in 
the BART Board meeting room at LMA 
and frequently glances over to where De- 
moro used to sit. “It dawns on me that 
Harre is no longer with us. It makes me 


sad. I miss him,’ Mike says. “I miss jousting 
with him” 

Mike says that he and Demoro re- 
mained friends, despite 20 years of differ- 
ences of opinion.

Even so, Mike recalls with a grin, “I 
once threatened to have Harre arrested!” 
Demoro was covering a public hearing one 
time and Mike had some internal, draft 
documents that pertained to the hearing. 


The documents had not been made public 
and were not part of the hearing record. 
Demoro saw Mike referring to them, how- 
ever, and his reporter’s eyes must have 
widened when he saw Mike slip the papers 
under a file. When Mike’s attention was 
distracted momentarily, the papers sud- 
denly disappeared and it didn’t take Mike 
long to figure out who had carried out the 
“disappearing act.” 

Mike confronted Demoro, who had re- 
turned to his customary seat. “Give me 
back those draft papers!” Mike said. “Pa- 
pers?” Demoro protested. “Draft papers? 
These are public documents! I’ve got a 
right to look at them, you..., and you 
can’t stop me!” 

“They’re not public yet, Harre,’ Mike 
said, “and I want them back!” Mike 
slipped the papers back from Demoro and 
told him, “Next time I’m going to have 


you arrested!” 


“Harre had a broad, if somewhat eclec- 
tic, knowledge of Bay Area transit and 
BART in particular? said Rollie Naish, 
BART’s Associate General Counsel, in a 
letter to the editor of the Chronicle. “He 
was never shy to share that information or 
to challenge any statement by officialdom 
that he felt was inaccurate or misleading,”

—Nunshine, music, dancing, exotic headdresses, traditional cos-

add up to BART’s traditional Cinco de Mayo celebration, held 
again this year at the Plaza above BART’s Lake Merritt Station. 

Several hundred people, including dozens of grade school chil- 
dren, attended the event and soaked up some sun and a little 
ethnic lore and generally had a good time! They also enjoyed 
sodas, tamales and pan dulce, a traditional sweet Mexican 
bread. 

Those who enjoyed the event can thank BART’s Cinco de 
Mayo Committee, Facilities Maintenance and Public Affairs. 

The U.S. Army Color Guard was on hand to present the na- 
tion’s flag. Linda Ramirez sang, then Group Folklorico La 
Famila and the Aztec dancers danced. The Los Monarco Maria- 
chi band played. Oakland Councilman Ignacio De La Puente 
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Coordinated by Safety Specialist 
Kathy Roth, BART’s annual familiar- 
ization tour for visually impaired school 
students was held on May 12. 

The tour is aimed at providing confi- 
dence about using BART to people 
who might ordinarily, because of a 
physical impairment, be reluctant to 
use the system.

part in BART’s “Daughters Day” That’s right. More than 300, 
including 13 girls from the Shelton Primary Education Center 
in Daly City and ten girls, working on a self-esteem and career 
awareness project, from the sixth grade at the Lincoln School in 
Oakland’s Chinatown. At the most, it was reckoned that 75 
daughters would take part at BART. 

Of all the participants in the special event, only the New York 
Times, just off famed Times Square in Manhattan, had more 
daughters at its “Daughters Day.” But the New York Times is 
mainly contained within one building on West 43rd Street, 
whereas BART’s tracks and facilities are located in four different 
counties, 50 or so miles apart in places. You don’t just step on 
an elevator at BART and go from one floor to another, visiting 
all departments on your way. And the New York Times had 
several months to plan for the event. BART had about three 
weeks to put its “Daughters Day” together. 

In spite of BART’s far-flung physical nature, which can pose 
problems at times in coordinating people and events, BART 
demonstrated how its people can pull together to carry out a 
project within a relatively short time. The “Daughters Day” 
event was held on April 28. The first meeting at BART to plan 
for the event was on April 5. 

Not only was the event a success based on the number of 
daughters who took part. It was also a success based on the 
number of departments that took part. Every department—ex- 
cept the cash-handling department for obvious security reasons 
—took part. Beginning in February, when BART’s participation 
was first suggested, the event had the support of BART’s top 
management. 

About the time that BART got its plans rolling, the Califor- 
nia Department of Education, in a memorandum from Deputy 
Superintendent Sally Mentor, encouraged school officials 
around the state to release girls from school for the day to take 
part in the program. The Department also encouraged schools 
to arrange for classroom discussions, on the “Take Daughters 
Day;’ about the expectations and opportunities for both boys 
and girls in our society. 

BART did its best to keep the special day interesting, with a 
minimum of speeches. For example, four tours were available: 
the Pittsburg/Antioch extension project, coordinated by Janis 
Whitten; the BART/Pacific Gas and Electric Co. electric car 
charging system, conducted in an electric bus by Victoria 
Nerenberg from the Lafayette Station; BART’s Central Con- 
trol, coordinated by Fannie Wilson; and Police security. BART’s 
General Manager, Frank J. Wilson, spoke to a group of daugh- 
ters (including his own daughter, Ashley) in the BART Board 
Room at LMA just before lunch. At the end of the day, at loca- 
tions throughout the BART system, the girls gathered to ask 
questions and express their impressions. Some of the fathers 
couldn’t believe the degree of interest and perception revealed in 
their daughter’s questions. Maybe they took a new look at their 
daughter that day, an attitude that can also mark the event as a 
success. 

In three cases, at lease, BART fathers brought three daugh- 
ters! At the Hayward Shop, D. Marshall brought his daughters 
Becky, Jennifer and Mindy and D. Sandoval brought his daugh- 
ters Ana, Celina and Gabriela. At the Richmond Shop, S. Bur- 
ton brought his daughters Jennifer, Nancy and Stephanie.

Officers and Dogs 
Compete in Bakersfield 
Scheduled for LA Meet 


wo BART Police canine officers, Mike McLucas and Al- 

fredo Zamora, with their dogs Hagar and Diego, repre- 
sented the District in a police canine trial held in Bakersfield. 
They vied with 34 other officers and their dogs, primarily from 
police agencies in southern California. 

Alfredo, who began taking part in police canine competitions 
last year, took two first place awards with Hagar, in agility and 
in obedience, while Mike, who was competing for the first time, 
took a third place award with Diego, in search. Diego is four 
years old and Hagar is seven years old. 

The trial consisted of obedience, agility, search and officer pro- 
tection, or “man work,’ as the canine police officers call it. In a 
typical “man work” situation, an officer would send his dog over 
a fence in order to flush out a suspect believed to be armed and 
dangerous, thus reducing possible risk to the officer. 

Both Officer McLucas, who joined the BART Police Depart- 
ment 15 years ago, and Officer Zamora, a seven-year BART Po- 
lice veteran, are looking forward to competing this summer in 
the police canine “Olympics,” sponsored by the Los Angeles 
County Sheriffs Department.

BART Project Manager 
Born into Railroading 


Jou can say without fear of contradiction that Takis Salpeas, 
: L Project Manager for BART’s Colma Station Extension pro- 
ject, was born into railroading. 

` His grandfather, his father and an uncle worked in railroading 
in Greece, where Takis was born 42 years ago, and some of his 
first memories are of trips with his father on steam locomotives, 
“the kind of trains you see now only in museums,” he says. 

When it came time for college, Takis selected the University of 
Pennsylvania because of its renowned engineering program. He 
received master’s degrees in systems and civil engineering and, 
at first, he thought he’d go back to Greece and set the world on 
fire? but then he decided to stay in the United States. He got 
married and obtained U.S. citizenship. 

Before coming to work for BART, Takis worked for the 
Southeastern Pennsylvania Transportation Authority, the na- 
tion’s fourth-largest transit system. He was Director of Engineer- 
ing Development and Project Manager for the $650-million ele- 
vated train reconstruction project in Philadelphia. 

He was “quite pleased,” he says, to be given the responsibility 
for the $170-million Colma project. He knew that BART was 
the first rapid transit rail system to be built in the United States 
after World War Two and that it was justifiably hailed as one of 
the most advanced systems in the world. “It is very challenging 
to come here and continue that history,’ he says, “and to go far- 
ther down that path.” 

He has three goals for the Colma project: “I want to build an 
extension with the highest quality and I want to do it on sched- 
ule and within budget,” he says. “Those are the three most im- 
portant factors—quality, schedule, budget—but quality is always 
first.” 

His current assignment certainly keeps him busy. It’s no nine- 
to-five proposition. Not only is Takis ultimately responsible for 
the nuts-and-bolts construction itself, but he also assumes a lot 
of the responsibility for keeping in touch with the communities 
involved with the construction. “One of the important things 
Takis has done on this project is to work with the community— 
with local officials, business people and residents—to try to mini- 
mize the disruption that the construction will have on their 
lives? says BART’s General Manager Frank Wilson. “That’s not 
something Takis has left solely to the community relations repre- 
sentatives. He puts his own time into it as well? Frank says. 

In fact, because of the scope of the construction, some of Ta- 
kis’ greatest accomplishments have taken place off the construc- 
tion site, “I prefer to be on the job site, but without certain 
agreements with the community and public agencies in place, 
you can’t get the job done?” Takis says. 

The most complex aspect of the project from an engineering 
standpoint, Takis explains, will be the subway tracks under San 
Pedro and Washington Streets, adjacent to Interstate 280. “We 
have to go under streets and buildings while we maintain one 
track in passenger service,” he says. Does that faze him? “No” he 
replies. “I relish the challenge.” 

The five-level parking garage, which will be the first structure 
ever constructed over an operating rail yard on the West Coast, 
poses a second challenge. Since the garage stands on the oppo- 
site side of the tracks from the station building, contractors are 
restricted to an extremely small area in which to work. “This is

one of the reasons the Colma Station Extension is so complex 
in design and construction,” Takis says. 

A third challenge is constructing the 650-foot subway struc- 
ture, which will house the tail track, in front of the Italian Cem- 
etery. Takis notes that this structure will establish the design, 
construction and scheduling criteria for similar structures con- 
templated for the upcoming 6.4-mile extension to San Francisco 
International Airport. 

What brings the biggest smile to Takis’ face? “We’re well ahead 
of schedule!” he is pleased to report. For this happy circum- 
stance Takis is quick to credit BART’s top management, the 
San Mateo County Transit District and the construction crews. 
“But my deepest acknowledgments,” he says, “go to the project 
staff and the consultants who make up a team of dedicated pro- 
fessionals unparalleled in the transit industry.” 

His dream is an expanded BART system that someday rings 
the entire Bay Area, fulfilling the long-term hopes of BART 
planners of 35 years ago, and to have a hand in helping to con- 
struct it. “There is nothing that this area needs more,” he says. 
“The geography of the Bay Area does not allow for unlimited 
highway expansion, so the only solution is to have BART and 
more BART?’ he says. 

Takis lives in Walnut Creek with his wife and their two chil- 
dren and he rides BART to get to work every day, heading ei- 
ther for his office at MSQ or to the job site at Daly City. Now 
what about that family railroading tradition? Takis smiles again. 
“My three-year-old son is just crazy about trains!” be)
